Road sought for KC club 


Residents of the Norwood and 
Briarcliff subdivisions voted Satur. 
day to tentatively approve an agree- 
ment with the Knights of Columbus 
for the rezoning of the former 
Johnson School 

The agreement .is contingeng on 
the ability of the Knights to con- 
struct a privafe road leading to and 
from the property within 18 months. 

The session Saturday was the 
third meeting between the two par 
ties, At earlier meetings, the 
residents compiled a list of 12 
demands they feel are necessary to 
make the rezoning compatible with 
the residential -neighborhood.

Miller said the residents, Knights 
and the mayor will discuss whether 
funding is available for the sewer 
line to start the drainage project

U.S. says Brimberry 
has his cash stashed 


Federal prosecutors contend that 
Thomas R. Brimberry, formerly of 
Granite City, has stashed away 
some of the funds he obtained prior 
to the collapse of the Stix & Co. stock 
brokerage in late 1981. 

They are opposing his request that 
the government pay for his appeal of 
his prison confinement.

said he took her to the bathroom and 
returned her to bed and removed her 
clothing because it had vomit on it. 

Capt. Bopp told the coroner’s jury, 
“It appeared to me that Jackie Reed 
had been dead longer than just since 
8 o’clock.”* He said an ambulance at- 
tendant then took her temperature 
and found no body heat shortly after 
12:55 p.m. May 11, when she was 
pronounced dead. 

There was no body heat and the 
ambulance driver agreed that. she 
had been dead longer than five 
hours, Capt. Bopp testified. 

Bopp said that, when Mudge was 
read his rights and was told of of- 
ficers’ suspicions, “‘he refused to 
answer any more questions. He 
wanted someone with him."’ 

The autopsy showed two bilateral 
fractures at the base of Miss Reed’s 
skull. These produced ‘‘definitely an

extreme amount of pressure. 
Whatever it was (that hit her skull), 
it had to be a. blunt instrument 
because there are no outward 
signs,” the captain testified. 

A fresh bruise on her forehead 
could have been caused after the in- 
jury’to her skull if she then hit a 
wall, a piece df furniture or the floor, 
Assistant Madison County Coroner 
Dick Mizell noted. Mizell also said 
the autopsy showed contusions to 
her left arm and left hand, “possibly; 
a body grab by (a) hand,” he 
related. 

Capt. Bopp disputed Mudge’s 
repeated statements that the two 
had “‘a few beers”’ in each of four or 
five tavern stops during the night 
and then some champagne. Bopp 
said blood chemistry tests were run 
twice, as. a precaution. The tests, 
done in. Chicago, “‘show no sign of 


alcohol or drugs” in her body. 
The captain did say that he has, 
found witnesses who saw Miss Reed 
and Mudge in séveral taverns that

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No action yet on newest

According to the president of the 
Madison Police Commissioners, 
Paul Lunsford, ‘nothing is being 
dorie,”’ to his knowledge, to replace 
patrol officer Richard Asperger, 
whose resignation will become effec- 
tivé |in the Madison Police Depart- 
ment July 1. 

Asperger’s absence will reduce 
the'department to six patrolmen and 
the-chief of police. 

LUNSFORD SAID‘ he was not 
aware of Asperger's resignation, 
since he was unable to attend last 
Tuesday's council meeting due to il- 
Iness. He said:the last action that the 
commissioners had taken was 
several months ago, when they 
recommended a replacement for 
former patrolman William Weidner 
to the city’s aldermanic police com- 
mittee. Z 

Asperger will be the third police 


officer to have left the Madison 
department in recent months, with 
none of the three (Asperger, Norris 


Horton. and Weidner) being replac- 


ed. 

After Horton’s resignation, 
Madison Police Detective Paul 
Bargiel reverted back to uniformed 
police status to help cover the city’s 
territory. 

TO COPE WITH the latest 
resignation, Chief Don Bridick said 
all patrolmen will begin working six 
days a week in July. He said that 
some police, depending on what shift 
they are working, will be working 10 
hours at a time instead of the usual 
eight. 

Bridick said he understands that 
the finance committee will be 
meeting shortly, but he does not 
think it will be discussing police staf- 
fing. He said the committee current- 
ly is discussing the 1984-85 municipal 
budget.

The chief said he has submitted 
his budget proposal to the commit- 
tee and that this plan calls for a staff 
of ten men on the police department. 
Bridick said he feels he needs this 
many policemen to give adequate 
police coverage. 

ALDERMAN William Gushleff, a 
member of the police committee, 
said he was under the impression 
that the police commissioners are’ 
selecting persons to replace the 
police officers who have resigned 
“These things take time, though, 
and these men they are considering 
will need training,” he said. 

Gushleff said he believes the com- 
missioners need to ‘get moving,’’ 
though. *‘And we need more than one 
policeman to be hired—we need to 
get it up to the normal number of 
staff,” he said. 

Gushleff said he thinks the reason 
several policerien have retired or 
resigned recently is the city’s 
economic crisis. “These people are 
leaving simply on the basis of 
salary,” he said. “In the past, we 
have lost many police officers to 
Granite City Steel because they can 
earn more money there. 

“THERE SEEMS TO BE an aura 
surrounding these resignations. Peo- 
ple think the city is deliberately try- 
ing to get rid of the policemen—that 
the policemen are not happy. But 
this is not true.”” 

Gushleff said the police committee 
has told the commissioners that they 
should get on with the business of 
hiring some policemen. 

Since the resignations have oc 
curred, there has been some discus- 
sion about how many men the 
department needs. According to the 
U.S. Department of Justice’s Sept. 
11, 1983 report, the national average 
ratio of police officers to population 
is two officers per thousand 
residents. 

‘The average goes from a high of 
2.7 officers in cities to a low of 1.5 of- 
ficers in county areas. 

TAKING THIS REPORT and 
Madison's 5,600 population into con- 
sideration, this would mean that 


Madison would have to hire at least 
one more officer to equal the 1.5 
ratio of policemen to population.

The Supreme Court decision ex- 
cluding the ‘simple prayer. by- the 
New York board of regents, a state 
governmental. agency, concluded 
with the observation that Christians 
of all persuasions should take 
seriously. It is a quotation from the 
author of the First Amendment, 
James Madison: 

“Who does not see ... that the same 
authority which can force a citizen 
to contribute three pence only of his 
property for the support of any one 
religious establishment, may force 
him to conform to other establish- 
ment in all cases whatsover.”’ 

This raises a fundamental ques- 
tion: If a state legislature or local 
school board can prescribe a prayer 
as innocous as that formulated by 
the state board of regents of New 
York, does not that legal body have a 
right to formulate and prescribe 
other prayers or other observances 
which might be exceedingly offen- 


sive and completely unacceptable to 
too many Christians? 

Whi Christians must never 
minimize the presence in our society 
of those with atheistic or at least 
agonostice tendence who would seek 
to undermine our religious and 
social institutions, we must not rely 
on the government to perform those 
functions that rightfully belong in 
the home and the church. God has 
given children to parents, not to a 
political system. i 

‘Those who are honestly concerned 
about teaching children to pray and 
to have a reverence for God, ought to 
diligently support the churches and 
church programs to which they are 
related. Let those who raise the hue 
and cry about the court decision ban- 
ning prescribed prayers in public 
schools remember that the court has 
never banned prayer in our homes 
or in our churches! 

There is another related issue that 
needs to be addressed in this discus- 
sion. It has to do with the tax-support 
of public schools by parents’ who 
chose to send their children to 
private or parochial schools. Thank 
God for the freedom that permits 
parents this option. But let no family 
feel that they have been treated un- 
fairly by assuming this choice for 
their children. 

The value of our homes, the 


strength of our democratic institu- 
tions, the functioning of businesses, 
and the lives of our children are all 
profoundly affected by the quality of 
public education. Even those who 
never use our parks, or highways, or 
police departments or fire depart- 
ments are expected to pay for them, 
since without them our communities 
would be threatened with ‘chaos. 
Since a functioning and literate com- 
munity depends upon an educated 
population, the entire community is . 
expected to share in the support of 
public education. 

lam grateful for the large number 
of Christians who have been a part of 
public education through the years. I 
am grateful for the schools that 
given my children a sound educa- 
tion. I am hopeful that an ever 
stronger educational system will 
develop as Christians become a part 
of the process. 

Meanwhile, it is my fond hope that 
Christians will never substitute 
legislation for evangelism or to think 
that innocous prescribed prayers 
are a substitute for Christian train- 
ing in the home and church. Let no 
one think it a bargain to exchange 
our religious freedom for a mess of 
Political pottage!

Simpler tax forms subject of hearing 


The U.S. Department of ‘Treasury 
will conduct a public hearing concer- 
ning income tax reforms Thursday 
in Springfield, Ill. 

According to the Government 
Research Foundation (GRF), tax- 
payers seeking a fairer and simpler 
federal income tax system may at- 
tend and testify at the hearings. 

GRF officials said the hearing will 
focus on a Gross Income Tax (GIT), 
a National Sales Tax and a Value 
Added Tax as possible substitutes 
for the current system, ‘‘Of these,” 
they said, “the most desirable is 
GIT, which would give taxpayers a 
fair and efficient system and would 
give Congress a reliable means to 
raise federal taxes.”" 

Under GIT, businesses would pay 
tax on gross income and allocate a 
pro-rated share to each employee. 
Wage earners would file no income 
tax form and, except for the tax paid 
by their employer, pay no federal in- 
come tax. 


The rate of taxation would be low, 
probably four to six percent, 
backers believe. A major study of 
GIT is the basis of legislation now 
pending in Congress, GRF officials 
said

All of the high school classes were taught at Kinder only beginn- 
ing in 1903-04. Then they were moved to McKinley when it opened in 
1907 and to Central when it was completed in 1914. 

All of those centers were called High School at one time or 
another but the present high school campus did not materialize un- 


til 1920. 


From 1973 to 1983, two high schools operated and GCHS was 
known as South High. North High operated for that decade at 
Maryville and Nameoki roads and for the past year has been the 
Granite City Center of Belleville Area College: 

When classes begin at GCHS this fall, that site at) Madison 
Avenue and Nameoki Road will be starting its 64th year as a high 
school. Most areas of the building lack air-conditioning but the 
diverse facilities generally are viewed as still excellent for their 


purposes. 
A separate high schoo! district was created in 1920, Press-Record 
archives show, and the high school and grade school systems were 


reunited in 1950. 


GCHS principals have been L.P. Frohardt, Walter F. Coolidge, 
Vergil Bufford, Paul A. Grigsby, Russell D. Johnson and Lawrence 
McCauley, all now deceased, followed by James Dumont and the 
current principal, Gilbert Walmsley.

State Rep. Sam Wolf (Granite Ci- 
ty) is backing competency testing 
for teachers before they go into the 
profession, not after. .' * 

“I believe it is unfair to ask people 
already teaching to pass a test,"’ 


: Wolf said. ‘However, I see no pro- 


blem in establishing a basic stan- 
dard of skills for people who want to 
go into teaching.” 

The Illinois House has approved 
House Bill 3218, which asks the I. - 
linois State Board of Education to.’ 
establish a test for basic skills ap- 
plicable to persons seeking a 
teaching certificate after July 1, > 
1988. Wolf voted for the bill 

“By waiting. until 1988 to begin 
testing, we will give the teaching in- 
stitutions of this state time to 
overhaul their curriculum to make 
sure their graduates receive the . 
training needed to pass such a test,”’ 
he explained. 

“Otherwise, people who would be 
excellent teachers might be penaliz- 
ed because of their lack of proper 
training in college, and prevented 
from becoming teachers. 

“Twenty states now have, or will 
have in the near future, competency 
testing for teachers in areas such as 
basic skills, subject-matter 
knowledge, pedagogical knowledge 
or some combination of these, 

“Our hope is that the test will 
force the teaching colleges to im- 
prove their standards. and produce 
better teachers."”

Will Cong. Paul 
Simon's turnabout 
damage his image?

WASHINGTON — Willithe real 
vacillator in the U.S. Senate race 
in Illinois please stand up? 

Kathleen Lydon, Sen. Charles 
Percy's press secretary, said Rep. 
Paul Simon's recent repudiation of 
any association with a “New 
Right” fund-raising group is a 

“flip flop” that shows the Makan- 
da Democrat is a “master vacilla- 
tor.” 

Not so, said Simon, who has fre- 
quently accused Senate rival 
Percy of vacillating. 

“He (Percy) is champion in that 
field by far and will remain the 
undisputed champion,” Simon 
said. 

What brings the vacillating 
issue once more to the foreground 
in the Senate contest is Simon's 


recent rejection of any ties with . 


the National Conservative Politi- 
cal Action Committee (NCPAC). 

The surprise to most observers 
came not when Simon recently 
disavowed NCPAC but in his wel- 
coming ii May of support ‘from 
NCPAC and other “New Right” 
leaders who see Percy, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relation 
Committee, as an obstacle to a 
more conservative foreign policy. 

Simon's welcoming of support 
from NCPAC struck a dissonant 
‘chord. In 1982, NCPAC targeted 
the liberal Simon for defeat when 
he was running for re-election to 
the House. At that time, Simon 
rapped the conservative funding 
arm for having conducted a “hit- 
and-run smear campaign” against 
liberal senators in 1980. 

Despite that background, Simon 
said he welcomed NCPAC's ef- 
forts but maintained ‘his, disdain 
for the negative campaign tactics 
for which NCPAC is well known. 

Simon did not break clearly 
with.NCPAC until Monday when 
Brad 'Zerbe, NCPAC'’s political di- 
rector, left a message with 
Simon's campaign headquarters 
that he wanted to discuss running 
a conservative Senate candidate. 
An independent candidate would 
have virtually no chance of win- 
ning in Illinois, but such a candi- 
dacy could pull votes from Percy. 

Simon instructed Tom Pazzi, his 
campaign manager,.:to write 
NCPAC and tell them the Simon 
campaign “has not sought, does 
not want and will not accept” the 
support of NCPAC or Terry Dolan, 
the group's executive director. 

“There is no reason for us to 
have any contact whatsoever,” 
Pazzi said in the letter to Dolan. 
“We have little, if anything, in 
common and your support must 
appear disingenuous.” 

Lydon said the Percy position 
from the outset lias been that 
Simon's welcoming of support 
from NCPAC would hurt Simon 
and help Percy with liberals, 
moderates and independents who 
have backed Percy and Simon in 
past campaigns when they were 
not pitted against each other. 

She said Simon’s recent disa- 
vowal still could hurt Simon in the 
fall. 

“He is trying to play catch-up, 
but I think the damage is already 
done,” she said; ~ 

Lydon contended Simon has lost 
a degree of credibility and ap- 
pears indecisive. 

Simon, however, maintained his 
handling of the situation was nota 
matter of indecision and has not 
cost him any support. 

He said he has not been taking 
any heat from his backers, al- 
though a few have expressed con- 
cern about NCPAC help: He said 
he instructed Pazzi to write the 
letter because he did not want to 
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be involved in any third candidate 
effort. 

“Frankly, NCPAC'’s tactics al- 
ways have concerned me,” Simon 
said in an interview. “And this was 
an opportunity to say we don't 
want to have that association.” 

Although Simon contends it was 
the effort to enlist his help in the 
third candidate effort that spurred 
the letter, that move should have 
come as no surprise. “The NCPAC 
and other “New Right” spokesmen 
said in May that they wanted to 
find a conservative candidate to 
enter the race. 

Simon, however, draws the line 
between welcoming support from 
conservatives and joining with 
NCPAC in an effort to recruit an- 
other candidate. 

Simon might have been better 
off politically if he had disavowed 
NCPAC’s direct or indirect help 
from the outset. 

A clear, initial disavowal would 
have been consistent with Simon's 
earlier opposition to NCPAC tac- 
tics. It would have avoided creat-' 
ing any impression he was willing 
to align with those whose views 
are diametrically opposed to his 
own in order to strengthen his 
candidacy. It would have elimi- 
nated the need for the clear break 
Aater that the Percy aide contends 
makes Simon appear indecisive. 

And, perhaps more importantly, 
it would not have diminished in 
the slightest NCPAC’s opposition 
to Percy. The conservative group 
is not pro-Simon; it is just ardently 
anti-Percy. 

“Simon can do less damage as a 
freshman member of the minority 
party (in the Senate) than Percy 
can as chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee,” 
said Brad Mont, a NCPAC spokes- 
man. 

Mont said he is not sure what 
Simon is repudiating because 
NCPAC was not endorsing Simon, 
just opposing Percy. 

He said the group will continue 
to hunt for a conservative candi- 
date to run as an independent in 
the fall campaign. If such a candi- 
date cannot be recruited, 
NCPAC's course is uncertain, 
Mont said. But he did not rule out 
the possibility NCPAC still will 
conduct an anti-Percy advertising 
campaign jn Illinois. 

There is a curious footnote to 
the NCPAC Senate saga. While 
NCPAC wants to unseat Simon's 
rival, it also has targeted for de- 
feat a Simon protege and close 
ally, freshman Rep. Richard Dur- 
bin, D-Springfield. Durbin, op- 
posed by Sangamon County Board 
Chairman Richard Austin, is one 
of 15 representatives that NCPAC 
is out to beat this year. 

“When you jider the group 
and what they stahd for, in a way I 
think it is an honor to be targeted 
by an extremist group like this,” 
Durbin said. 

Durbin said Simon will hot be 
hurt by the NCPAC flap because 
“his record of 30 years is just as 
clear as a bell; he does not stand 
for what these people stand for.”

‘The program |will be available as 
an option for both generic nursing 
students and registered nurses in the 
university’s ba¢helor of science in 
nursing degree program. Nurses 
currently holding BSN degrees are 
also eligible to enroll in the pro- 

ram 

SINCE 1976, the criteria for school 
nurse endorement have included: a 
baccalaureate degree, licensure as a 
registered professional nurse in Il- 
linois, an internship in a school set- 
ting with a certified mentor and a 
minimum of 30 undergraduate or 
graduate credit hours in specified 
coursework 

Mandatory coursework will: in- 
clude studies)in such areas as public 
health nursing theory and practice, 
human growth and development, 
community health problems, educa- 
tional psychology, sociology, educa- 
tional. foundations, and the excep- 
tional child 

In addition to the specified 
coursework, the program will in- 
volve an internship in a school set- 
ting with a certified school nurse 
mentor four days a week. The fifth 


day will be spent in classes on cam- 
pus and at a practicum seminar with 
a clinical instructor who will also 
monitor the school sites. 

“IF WE ARE TO promote percen- 
tive health care, it needs to start in 
the schools, The school nurse can be 
a focus for this kind of orientation,"” 
Marcia Custer, assistant professor 


of nursing at the university, said. ss 
na 


Physical fitness, nutritio 
awareness, stress management, en- 
vironmental 
responsibility are some of the 
positive outcomes of preventive 
health care, and the school nurse 
should help educators promote these 
concepts in the health curriculum. 

For example, the answers to such 
questions as: ‘‘Do I have to always 
be in conflict with my parents?,” 
it so important to make all A’s?,' 
and “How do I avoid stressful situa- 
tions?"’ can be built into health 
classes, she said. 

In discussing how school nurses 
can help dissipate anxiety for 
youngsters, .Mrs. Custer said, 
“Parents often don't realize the 
burden they place on their children 
to achieve.”

SIUE to dispose of Alton property 


Disposal of an Alton house and lot, 
owned by Southern Iiinois Universi- 
ty at Edwardsville but not being us- 
ed by the university, has been

The board voted to transfer title to 
the property at 3220 College Avenue, 
Alton to the Illinois Department of 
Central Management Services 
(IDCMS). The property consists of a 
lot, approximately 330 by 160 feet, 
and a }4-room }wo-story, brick and 
frame residen 

The IDCMS has prescribed pro- 
cedures for. disposal of state real 
property. The department will first 
advertise il for transfer to. other 
units of state government. If there is 
no interest, it will then advertise the 


property for sale to units of local 
government, and, as a last measure 
if needed, advertise it for sale to the 
public. Any proceeds from a sale 
will be deposited to the state General 
Revenue Fund. 


The SIU School of Dental Medicine 
began operations in Alton in 1969 on 
the former Shurtleff Coll cam- 
pus. The property at 3220’ College 
Ave. was acquired in 1971 as part of 
the campus but was not used by the 
university because of its inconve- 
nient location. Over the intervening 
years, the house was leased by 
Madison County Mental Health 
Center, Inc., but it has not been used 
for some time and the lease has been 
cancelled, SIUE officers said.

Federation urges state 
‘action on school funds 


“IHinois schools are facing serious 
financial problems for the 1984-85 
school year. No matter how hard the 
governor and some legislators try-to 
ignore the problem, it just won't go 
away,”” Kenneth Drum, secretary- 
treasurer of the state's largest 
teacher union, the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Teachers, said last week 

Main thrust of this year’s “lobby 
day” effort, according to Drum, was 
tq educate the governor and 
legislatare as to the adequate fun- 
ding, Drum related. 

The ‘IFT has been receiving 
reports ‘‘from one end of the state to 
the other”’ as to the consequences of 
this year’s proposed allocation for 
education. The reports take into ac- 
count increases proposed by the 
General Assembly above and 
beyond the governor's propoed 
budget, he said. 

Drum noted problems .in 
Waukegan, for example, here that 
district is projecting ‘a $2.8 million 
deficit next year. That district, 
Drum noted, has suffered a 50 per- 
cent cut in elementary art, music 
and physical education classes, a 100 
percent cut in instrumental music in 
the first four grades, no budget for 
new equipment, science equipment 
now out-of-date, a limit on computer 
literacy classes, all microcomputers 
cut out due to lack of funds, and an 
instructional-equipment budget cut 
in half ;

“Wheaton, Alton, Springfield and 
Rockford school districts all face 
dramatic cuts, and most particular.

“With few exceptions, the story is 
the same all across the state. Local 
school districts cannot operate 
without a significant increase in 
state funding. State funding has 
declined dramatically in the past six 
years, and that decline must be turn- 
ed around,’ said Margaret 
Blackshere, assistant to the presi- 
dent for political action. 

-Mrs. Blackshere cited a number of 
states where increased educational 
funding in the past few years has 
been ‘‘dramatic.” 

While Illinois has dropped to 38 
percent state support of education, 
states like California are funding 86 
percent of education, Florida 62 per- 
cent and Texas, 51 percent. The 
average across the United States is 
50 percent."’ Mrs. Blackshere 
asserted. 

“We talk about! meeting the 
challenge of a high-tech society, at- 
tracting new industry, retaining ex- 
isting business, preparing our 
children for the future, and yet we 
continue to reduce the level of fun- 
ding provided by the state. 

“While we are ignoring educa- 
tional needs, state funding for 
education in Tennessee will double 
in the-next three years. 


jouth Carolina, it will increase 
percent, in Arkansas by 37 per- 
cent and in Texas the legislature will 
vote shortly on whether to increase 
the state sales tax by enough to pro- 
ducé an additional billion dollars in 
new money for education, an in- 
crease of 25 percent over its current 
budget.” 

“It is imperative that we reshuffle 
our priorities and get this funding 
problem solved once and for all. If 
we don’t do it this year, we may in- 
flict so much damage that it will 
take years for Illinois to recover,” 
concluded Drum.

SPRINGFIELD -- As every 
housewife knows, there’s no prob- 
lem like the leftovers problem -- 
what productive use to make of 
the carcass, the bone, the leavings. 

Industry has its leftover prob- 
lems too, but on a larger scale and 
with some special complications. 

For the housewife, there’s the 
casserole, the stockpot, the gar- 
bage can. 

For industry, there's the waste 
exchange, a concept which would 
have been unheard of only a few 
decades ago. 

In Illinois, the Industrial Mate- 
rial Exchange Service is entering 
its fourth year of existence, 
pleased with a success rate of 
about 20 percent in finding new 
destinations and uses for products 
which are only a problem for the 
industries which created them. 

A cooperative venture between 
the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency .and the Illinois state 
Chamber of Commerce, the IMES 
acts like an old-world match 
maker, serving as a go-between to 
introduce parties who will both 
benefit from the union, and who 
might not have found! each other 
without help. 

In a highly industrial world, 
more and more things are being 
manufactured, thereby generating 
more and more by-products which 
must either be used or disposed of. 

Disposal used to be deceptively 
simple; the wastes were simply. 
dumped, or poured out, or buried, 
under the “out of sight, out of 
mind” philosophy. 

With the passage of time, how- 
ever, some of that waste began 
coming back like Hamlet's father, 
refusing to stay quietly buried and 
forgotten. The result has been 
Loves Canal; Wilsonville and) Su- 
perfund. 

True, some of the material was 
“recycled,” such as using waste 
oils on roads. The result has some- 
times been Times Beach. 

To deal more effectively with 
industrial leftovers, waste ex- 
changes try to bring into contact 
the industry which created the 


waste -- the generator -- and 
someone else who hopefully can 
turn it into something useful, 
dispose of it in a beneficial man- 
ner, or, at worst, treat it to neu- 
tralize it as a threat. 

In an- ideal situation, says 
Margo Ferguson of the IMES, 
waste exchanges wouldn't even 
exist. 

“There are three goals,” she 
says. “Ideally, we'd be the last 
one. 

“Figatindustry would reduce 
the amount of wastes it is gerierat- 
ing. 

“Second, generators would 
practice in-house recycling, find- 
ing new ways to deal with their 
own wastes right where they are 
generated. 

“Only then would they need us.” 

Some large industries are in 
fact trying the first two approach- 
es, she said, but not every firm has 
the necessary expertise and the 
resources. 

To try to help generators find 
users, the IMES publishes a bi- 
monthly catalog of substances 
available and substances wanted. 
Presently, 2,500 copies are mailed 
out, Ferguson said. 

During its third year of opera- 
tion, she said, the exchange has 
published 162 new listings and for- 
warded 727 inquiries. For the 1983 
calendar year, more than 4 mil- 
lion gallons or gallon-equivalents 
of material were transferred, 
conferring more than half a mil- 
lion dollars in benefits on industry 
in the process. 

In its three years, the exchange 
has helped industry realize cost 
benefits of more than $1.36 million 
and helped in the recycling-and 
reuse of more than 11 milion gal- 
lons of waste. \ )

like a match maker, it gets nofee 
for its services, and it d "Ego to 
the wedding.

Property sale, 
joint treatment 
bills enacted 


Three bills sponsored by Sen. Sam 
Vadalabene, /D-Edwardsville, were 
passed by the Illinois Senate last 
week. House Bill 1123 would apply 
only to the Metro East Sanitary 
District and would provide mainly 
for the district's power to sell, lease 
or convey property. 

“Currently,” Vadalabene said, 
“the district owns more than 6,000. 
acres. of land, much of which is not: 
being used for any purpose.”’ 

“It would like to have authoriza- 
tion to lease or sell some of this land. 
This would cut down on overhead 
costs for unused land while also pro- 
viding for new revenues to the 
district from sale or leasing of the 
areas. 

“Two companion bills would per- 
mit cities and counties to establish 
the Municipal Joint Sewage Treat- 
ment Agency. 

“No new tax dollars would be re- 
quired for the proposed project 
because Granite City has already 
established a secondary waste treat- 
ment facility large enough to handle 
the needs of all of the other com- 
munities involved in the proposal. 

“HB 2429 is needed to avoid the 
high cost involved in establishment 
and maintenance of secondary 
wastewater treatment and new stan- 
dards set by the federal and state en- 
vironmental protection agencies. 

“HB 2507 clarifies and stipulates 
that the areas of Washington Park, 
Fairmont City, National City) 
Caseyville, Venice, Brooklyn and a 
small portion of East St. Louis may 
also be included within the 
municipal joint sewage treatment 
agency.”

In what Ferguson views as her 
optimum case, a firm which previ- 
ously paid $2,000 a month to inject 
its waste into deep wells, now sells 
the waste for $2,000 a month to a 
buyer who, in turn, makes another | 
$2,000 a month from it. t 

In another case, she said, one 
firm was paid only $1 for its 
waste, but it saved thousands of 
dollars it previously paid in trans- 
portation costs to dispose of it. 

Some of the waste -- somewhat 
over 50 percent -- is classified as 
“hazardous,” which poses special , 
problems, 

Strict regulations govern dis- 
posal of hazardous wastes, and- 
when they are land-filled, the gen- 
erators and the landfill operators. 
may find themselves liable “until 
eternity” for problems which may 
someday arise. 

Some such products, Ferguson 
said, can be treated to neutralize; 
them, dispose of them and benefit 
from them, all at once. She cites 
treatment of some wastes which 
can theh be burned, generating us- 
able energy while disposing of the 
original substance. 

Not all are hazardous materials, 
however. Others are surplus mate- 
rials, off-spec matter, by-products, 
de-classified materials or “spe- 
cial” wastes. 

In one case, she said, a firm con- 
tacted the exchange seeking a way © 
to get rid of 1,500 gallons of pickle 
relish which was unusable for or- 
dinary purposes because it had 
been originally been intended for 
use in tartar sauce and so had - 
been intensely colored. The tartar 
sauce deal fell through, leaving 
the rejected relish. 

A food bank was glad to get it. 

The pickle relish should not be’ 
confused with “pickle liquor,” a 
substance used in steel manufac- 
ture. The exchange recently got 
an inquiry about that, too. 

The exchange does not charge _ 
for listing materials in its publica- . 
tion, and to protect everyone in- 
volved, parties are never identi- 
fied. Instead, the catalog lists the 
substance available, any special 
characteristics it has, the amount’ 
available and how often, possible 
uses if known, and its location. Po- 
tential users then send their re- 
plies to the exchange, which for- 
wards them to the generator, who 
follows up on his own if interested.

“Basic industries of this country, 
such as steel, must make ad- 
justments that will enable them to 
regain the competitiveness they 
once enjoyed in the marketplace. 

**We have been successful in doing 
this at Granite City Steel, at a time 
when the industry as a whole is 
undergoing some of the most severe 
pressures it has ever faced,”’ it has 
been asserted by Edward L. Sam- 
buchi. 

As vice president and general 

manager of the Granite City Steel 
Division of the National Steel Group, 
Sambuchi addressed the Thomas J. 
White Family Fellowship Con- 
ference, held annually at St. Louis 
University. 
-The speaker participated in a 
panel discussion about ‘‘Meeting the 
challenge of the new industrial 
revolution.”” 

Since his talk, the federal govern- 
ment has approved an agreement in 
principle under which there will be a 
joint steelmaking venture between 

ational Intergroup, Inc., and Nip- 
pon Kokan, a leading Japanese steel 
producer. The two firms envision 
transforming such plants as Granite 
Gity Steel from their primarily 
domestic orientation to a worldwide 
perspective. / 

Sambuchi stressed in his address 
that the United States needs viable 
basic industries, able to keep pace 
with industries anywhere in the 
world. 2 

He commented, ‘‘We can’t deny 
that the American economy is 
undergoing a shift of its mix, with a 
@reater emphasis on high 
technology and service industries. 


“I'm confident that what we have 
done can be done by other so-called 
‘smokestack’ industries. I object to 
the term ‘smokestack,’ a negative 
connotation for all basic industries, 
Many of which are re-emerging as 
Strong, competitive and positive in- 
dustries. This includes GC Steel. 

“The question to be addressed is 
hot merely the shift in the economic 
base, but the proper balance bet- 
ween high-tech and basic industries 
and the economic viability of each. 

“This calls for recognition by the 
public, government and media of the 
role basic industries play in our 
economy—as an employer, a tax- 
payer, a purchaser of high 
technology and: a user of service 
organizations. 


“1 am proud to work in the steel in- 
dustry, which I consider one of the 
great basic and essential American 
industries. It will continue to bea 
source of employment for thousands 
of people, including myself, and it 
will emerge from the difficult recént 
years to regain a worldwide com- 
petitive position. 

“My confidence is based on many 
things, not the least of them our suc- 
cess at GC Steel and National Steel 
in strengthening our operations to 
ensure our long-term health,”’ Sam- 
buchi said. 

“Let's look at the state’ of the 
American steel industry in recent 
years— 


“—Demand for steel decreased 
substantially, creating unused 


capacity. 

“<The faced, and con- 
tinues to face, fierce competition 
from foreign suppliers, much of it 
comi from unfair ition 
tows: it violates our nation’s trade

ceramics—gained a share of some of 
our traditional business. 
“—pProducts traditionally using 
‘steel, such as cars, were redesigned 
and downsized. 


‘Production costs rose while 
pricing decreased. i 

“A quick and long-lasting tur- 
naround would require dramatic ac- 
tion,’ Sambuchi said. 

“In early 1981 we took a good look 
at ourselves. We saw some things 
that needed improvement, but we 
saw some good things, too. 

‘We set out to put them in balance 
and tap the potential represented by 
the positive side of our assessment. 

“On the negative side, we were 
sluggish, unable to respond rapidly 
to changes in market conditions. Our 
financial returns were unfavorable. 

“We reviewed our facilities in 

. relation to not only our traditional 
markets but markets,we could best 
serve. 
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charting path towor 


“Although we had far too much 
capacity, ironically many facilities 
required extensive capital improve- 
ra if they were to remain com- 
petitive in the marketplace—capital 
which was not readily available. But 
there was some good news. 

“A. We also saw people who were 

extremely capable—unlike any 
stereotype—people with skills and 
ability to utilize technology and 
equipment and develop or adapt to 
new concepts. 
“This is true of both hourly and 
salaried employees. You would be 
pleasantly surprised at the amount 
of skill and the application of ex- 
tremely sophisticated technology 
that our people are using. 

“B. In addition to the people, 
modern ‘state of the art’ equipment 
was in place at each facility. 


“With our self-evaluation done, we 
set out to determine where we 
wanted to go. To help, we defined 
our mission. 

“Our mission statement gives us 
diréction for the four publics involv- 
ed in our business—our customers, 
our employees, our stockholders and 
the communities in which we do 

usiness. 

“Some parts of the mission state- 
ment represent significant and 
dramatic changes in our way of do- 
ing business. This mission statement 
includes: 


“1. We will be a market-driven 
and customer-oriehted supplier of 
steel, rather than production-driven 
as in the past. 

“2. We will listen to the customer's 
needs and satisfy his requirements. 

“3. We will attain a leadership 
position by producing the highest 
quality product at a competititve 
price and providing our customers 
with superior service. 

“4, We are committed to creating 
and maintaining an environment 
which encourages creativity, in- 
novation and performance ex- 
cellence among employees, based on 
open communication, trust and 
teamwork. We will encourage all 
employees to express themselves, 
particularly in the decision-making 
process. 

“5, We will provide a fair feturn to 
stockholders on their investment. 

“6. We will maintain a strong 
financial position by managing our 
resources and by funding the proper 
strategies and controlling our break- 
even point. 

“7. And we pledge to operate our 
business as responsible corporate 
citizens. We encourage our 
employees to take an active part in 
civic affairs. We will obey the laws, 
honor contracts, pay our taxes and 
be a good neighbor. 


“Of course, the pronouncement of 
a policy is not enough in and of itself. 
We matched our words with action. 

“At Great Lakes Steel in the 

Detroit area, two of the four blast 
furnaces were shut down per- 
manently. ‘ 
* “One of the two basic oxygen fur- 
nace shops was shut down. This shop 
was built in the early 1960s and was a 
very modern shop, but the market 
demand was insufficient to support a 
plant of this size. 

“The Weirton Steel Division, our 
largest steelmaking facility, was 
sold to the employees. 

“An aggressive and realistic five- 
year capital plan was developed to 
ensure that the available money was 
being invested to bring about effec- 
tive change, including the proper ap- 
plication of high technology,” Sam- 
buchi related. 

* “Examples already in place or 
planned for the near future include— 

‘‘—Another continuous caster, 
which eliminates many of the 
steelmaking processes and produces 
Lagi bg oh reduced cost.

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“Granite City Steel is a division of 
National Steel Corp. which also in. 
cludes Great Lakes Steel in Detroit, 
Midwest Steel in Portage, Ind., and

“Management structires at both 
the héadquarters and the divisions 
were reviewed and redesigned. At 
our division, we reduced the levels of 
management from ten to six. 

“Job functions were analyzed and 
responsibilities were redistributed, 
Unnecessary functions were 
eliminated 

“We are able to manage our 
business more efficiently. We made 
cost management an integral part of 
the job—a standard aghinst which 
performance is measured. 

“Relentless cost management was 
institutionalized at all divisions for 
all expenditures. We believe all 
employees are cost managers. 

“Has it paid off? The record 
speaks for itself: 

“In 1982 National Steel had an 
operating loss of more than $150 
million. In 1983 National Steel had an 
operating profit—according to some 
industry sources making us the only 
integrated steel producer to show a 
profit 

“We. have substantially. reduced 
our costs, enabling us to compete 
more.effectively. 

“These accomplishments were not 
made without some adjustments af- 
fecting our people. Employment 
levels were reduced significantly. At 
GC Steel we are operating at over 90 
percent capacity with less than 3,800 
people; traditionally, this) level o: 
production would have utilized of 
5,000. 

“While this ability to produce at 
such levels is a tribute to the skills 
and attitudes of our people; the fact 
remains that there are fewer people 
on the payroll, and that means more 
unemployed 

“Many of these unemployed are 
highly skilled workers but they will 
need some transition training. 

“This is a serious problem and yet 
we at-GC Steel are not equipped to 
address this issue. 

“Our training facilities are among 
the most sophisticated in the. in- 
dustry but are geared to steel mill 
technology and steel mill operating 
techniques. Our unemployed need to 
be trained for skills outside of steel 

“Who should aid these displaced 
workers? The impetus and leader- 
ship for this must come from 
another source better, able to ad- 
dress the totality of the problem. 

“We would be willing to take a 
supporting role and help where we 
can, but we cannot assume the en- 
tire responsibility of a leadership 
position. We have a mill to run effi- 
ciently and that means the jobs of 
our current work forces demand our 
strictest attention toward making 


high-quality steel at low cost 

“Another problem is the capital to 
accomplish all that is necessary to 
improve our competitive position 

» in maintaining the steel 
s a viable entity. Here the 
government can help. 1 

“There are two areas which 
should be included in any considera- 
tion of government action. First is 
the taking of responsible steps to en- 
sure that worldwide markets are ac- 
cessible to American-made steel 
This means an equitable trade 
policy cognizant of the impact of 
heavily subsidized steel from other 
countries. 

“Secondly, basic industry should 
be helped to create capital that can 
be used to ensure a healthy steel in- 
dustry and prevent further 
decreases in employment levels. 

“State and local officials can also 
contribute to our well being. A con- 
siderable amount of effort is being 


put forth to attract new industries in- 
to various localities. 

“What we must be careful of is 
that we devote an equal amount of 
attention and efforts to maintaining 
what is already there. Communities 
should work with the. basic in- 
dustries to determine those areas 
where local and state governments 
can help support possible profitabili- 
ty and maintain jobs. 

‘This help may come in the form 
of workman's compensation laws, 
unemployment compensation, in- 
vestment incentives and taxes. 

“In summary, GC Steel is an ex- 
ample of how basic industries can 
compete. 

“We will offer career op- 
portunities to those people willing to 
get involved with an exciting and 
challenging group of problems. 

“We are working at nearly full 
capacity, and I think the future 
outlook is for a more stable industry,

one not susceptible to peaks and 
valleys in the economy, one that can 
be depended on by the community, 
by the high. technology producers 
and by the service industries to be 
there when needed.

Last week this article discussed the benefits 
which a worker injured on the job is entitled to 
receive under the Illinois Workmen’s Compen 
sation Act. It was noted that the injured 
employee will receive necessary medical care, 
temporary compensation until he gets back to 
work, and a permanent award if there is a loss of 
use of a particular part of the body. An example 
will-help illustrate these benefits. 

Let's assume that a nurse at a local hospital is 
42 years old, ‘married, and has four children 
under the age of 18. She earns $7.00 an hour for 
a 40 hour week. While walking down the halls of 
the hospital, she slips on a wet floor and thereby 
injures her .right foot. She is treated at the 
Emergency room, and then is hospitalized and @ 
cast is placed on her.foot. In our hypothetical 
situation, lets further assume that she is con 
fined to. the hospital for two days, the cast re 
mains on her foot for seven .w@eks, and she 
receives physical therapy treatments for three 
additional weeks. For these ten weeks, she is 
unable to work. After her return to work, she 
continues to notice pain, and this proves to be a 
permanent condition with a resulting 40 percent 
loss of use of the right foot 
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8464 West Main 


The nurse in our example is entitied to have all 
first aid, medical, and hospital services paid by 
workmen's compensation coverage as well as 
her physical therapy treatments. In addition, she 
will receive ten weeks of temporary total 
disability (TD) at the rate of $186.67 per week. 
This represents 2/3-of her weekly salary, and 
the total amount of TTD she will receive for this 
ten week period will be $1,866.70. Finally, the 
nurse will receive compensation for 40 percent 
loss of use of her right foot which translates into 
62 additional weeks of compensation at the 
weekly rate of'$186.67 per week. Therefore, the 
total amount she will receive for loss of use will 
be $11,573.54 

In conclusion, the injured nurse is entitled to 
receive temporary benefits as well as compensa- 
tion for her permanent disability based on 40 
percent loss of use. It is important to note that 
compensation for permanent disability is 
payable in addition to TTD. Often injured 
workers will get their medical bills paid and 
receive their temporary compensation and not 
realize that they are also entitied to a permanent 
award if their earning capacity is permanently 
reduced
